OUR RESPONSIBIUTY LAW 
It dating Ui» 1M7 »e*3lon, M we re- 
call, mat the Idaho lUta legUlature paaoed 
wtiat wai known ai the lafely rcaponslblUty 
law. 

Under thlJ aUtuU It became mandatory 
for everyone driving an auioraobUe In Idaho 
to flJe proof of financial rcaponslbUlty with- 
in flO days In the event of belnit Involved In 
an auto accident caualng any personal In- 
Jury or $50 damage to either car. 

The purpose of IhU law was readily ap- 
parent, 11 woa to prohibit any persona from 
driving a car, who would ba financially irre- 
■ponilblB for any damages or Injurlej result- 
ing from an automobile accident for which 
he was at fault. <- 

For tho&e who would be unable financially 
to put up bond as proof of their reaponal- 
bUlty In caw of an accident, thera waa but 
oMe alt«maU»e— to cany iniuranc*. In other 
worda. It would be a lerlous offense for any- 
one to become Involved In an aulomobtlo 
•ccldcnt in Idaho If it developed that he 
ttould not f«Ubllah proof of his financial re- 
jponalbUlly, either by providing the necea- 
aai7 bond or presenting an Insurance policy 
covarlng hla liability. 

On the aurfact. auch a law seemed sound 
ud logical because, tt antorced. U would 
praclvde the poudblllty of ssrlous damagea, 
parmanent Injury or even death without any 
flnanclal recourse whatioever from those re- 
■ponalble for the accident. 

But to all appearancM. IhU leglalatlve sic- 
ttOQ kaa fallad of lu pxirpose. Just Ilka ao 
■May oUicr law enforcement matt«n are 
handled In Idaho. 

The itory. as wa gat tt. la that the aUte 
department of law enforcement U making 
no particular effort to enforce thla law. If 
■kat k me th* department should clarity 
tta poller publicly ao the people will not be 
•ranHnc ob protection which, althouch guar- 
Hiteed thaw bf ttale law, doee not actually
